morning G eneral Hart beuan his argu- 
ment for the defendants and occupied 
the day. As is well known he is a fluent 
ind forcible orator, and while he is the 
delimit of the short-hand reporter he is 
not the maximum of pleasure for the 
average newspaper reporter from the 
fact that his argument, while perfectly 
svEtematic and intelligible, is involved. 
While others have devoted their time to 
tbe case ami argued in buhalf of either 
side, it has been altogether a matter of 
analysis, but General Hart's argument 
is rather a BVnthesisof the case; in oilier 
words he reverses tha general line of ar- 
gument and pleads up to his position in- 
stead o£ assuming hia position and ward- 
ing off attacks.
